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REMARKS 

Claims 43 , 44 and 46-65 are pending. By this Response, claim 43 has been amended and claim 
45 has been canceled without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter recited therein. Claims 
59-65 were previously withdrawn in response to a Restricted Requirement. Reconsideration and 
allowance are respectively requested. 

The Office Action rejects claims 43-44 and 46 under 35 USC 102(a)as being anticipated by 
Chiussi (U.S. Pat. No. 5,905,71 1). Applicants traverse this rejection and respectfully assert that 
Chiussi does not disclose all of the limitations of the rejected claims. Applicants have amended claim 
43 to include subject matter from canceled claim 45, which has been indicated as being allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. For at least this reason, claim 43 is patentable over Chiussi. Claims 44 
and 46 depend from claim 43, and therefore also recite patentable subject matter. As such, Applicants 
request that the Examiner withdraw the instant rejection. 

The Office Action rejects claims 47-49 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chiussi. Applicants traverse this rejection and assert that Chiussi does not satisfy a prima facie case of 
obviousness because all of the claimed limitations are not taught or suggested by the cited references. 
For example, claims 47-49 depend from claim 43, which is allowable as already discussed. For at least 
this reason, the rejected claims recite patentable subject matter. Accordingly Applicants request that 
the Examiner withdraw the instant rejection.
